’ HK Trade 


HE trade returns for the 

first quarter give Hong- 
kong little cause for hoping 
that the final figures for 
1964 are going to show any 
appreciable improvement 
over last year's, Assuming 
there Is no deterioration io 
the Far Eastern situation, 1 
none too cynical forecast: ts 
that Jast year’s trading ne 
sults might well form = the 
basic pattern of our trade 
for some time to come. In 
any conaideration of the 
economy in tho future It ti 
essential to understand that 
however great the need ty 
remove trade — restrictions 
to improve the overall trade 
picture, in the case of Ching 
the embargo js going lo 
stay in force until the end 
of thin year at the very lenat, 
The United States has made 
that quite clear, not only by 
the compromise — resched 
with Western nations 
recently to allow increased 
Enst-Went trade in the 
European saphere to compen- 
gate for the loss of the 
Chinu trade, but by Ita 
avowed intention to persist 
with the embargo against 
China and North Koreas until 
there in proof that these 
countries have given up 
thelr aggressive Intentions. 
This is o bleak prospect for 
Hongkong but until the 
embargo is lifted the Colony 
hos to do os much as pos- 
sible to promote local ex- 
ports for the preservation of 
a sound economy. 


MES = Hon. C. — Blaker’s 
comprehensive analysis of 
Hongkong’s trade position 
on Tuesday contained ao 
number of important points. 
Having noted the setback in 
trade with Indonoaia he anid 
“this (situation) may lead 
our shippers to seek more 
widespread markets so that 
a decline in one area will 
not have such a marked 
effect upon our economic 
well-being”. ‘The decline In 
our exports to Indonesia 
Was not the only setback 
last year. There were 
considerable declines in 
exports to Malaya, USA, 
Thailand and Pakistan, to 
mention just a few. Mr 
Blaker has correctly stated 
that Hongkong manufac- 
turers should aottempt to 
secure wider markets for 
their goods but this Involves 
maintenance of — existing 
established markets—the 
backbone of our export 
trude—as well as the 
cultivation of other small 
but potentially — valuable 
markets, particularly in 
the Far East. Mr Blaker 
also defended Hongkong's 
particfpation in trade fairs 
and said “every oppor- 
tunity should be selzed to 
show the Colony’s wares in 
overseas markets not only 
with o view to orders but 
also to establish in the over- 
cas mind a proper 
appreciation of the Colony 
and its products”. 


iF there is a need to develop 
markets there is also a 
dofinite need to give wide 
publicity to Hongkong’s 
products. It might be arguad 
too that it is not enough for 
Hongkong to have resident 
foreign and Commonwealth 
trade commissioners in the 
Colony but that cven more 
should be done by Govern- 
ment, the newly-formed 
Trade Promotion Division 
of tho Department bf Trade 
and Commerce, as well as 
the Chamber. of Commerco

turers’ to acquaint nofgh- 
pouring nations with tho

Celobes, 

About 400,000 Christians live 
in the large area where Musak- 
kar gstarted-his wave of terror in 
1951. ThoUsands of them have 
evacuated the “dangerous” 
villages. 

The church community in 
Indonesia was talking about 
submitung a formal complaint 
on the situation to the World 
Council of Churches and the 
Unilted Natlons.

Washington Assesses 
Free World’s Response

Washington, Apr. 21. 

The State Department said today that the 
free world’s response to America’s call for “united 
action” on Indo-China had made it clear to the 
Communists “that the free nations will not tolerate 
the piecemeal takeover of Southeast Asia.” 

It added in a background paper that China 
must now be fully aware of the grave consequences 
of “continued aggression” (in Indo-China).
